present-day critics of the Papacy will 
make embarrassing reading for them 
after the war is happily ended. 

Think of the following coming from 
the pen of George Shaw: “The Pope’s 
clear duty last August was to excom- 
municate all combatants with bell, 
book and candle and tell them with a 
voice thundering through Christendom 


laid down their arms and submitted 
their dispute to the judgment of God 
through His Church.” 
Pope’s Stand Defended. 

The spectacle of his country bleed- 
ing from every pore does not blind an 
English prelate to the correctness of 
the Holy Father's attitude in the pres- 
ent war. This good bishop says, writ- 
ing in The Dublin Review: “Certain 
réligious journalists also have de. 
clared themselves gravely dissatisfied 
with the Pope, and are clamoring as 
loudly now for papal decisions in poli- 
tics as they were lately in theology.” 


P. Sedgwick, writing in The Atlantic 
Monthly, thinks he sees a great fu- 
ture for the Catholic Church after the 
war. He confirms the view, expressed 
in this place in previous issues, that 
one of the great causes of the relig- 
ious revolutions of the sixteenth cen- 
tury was the growth of the spirit of 
nationalism: “The northern nations 
felt the swelling of national instincts 
and the bonds of the Universal Church 
were broken.” 

From that time until the present 
day the sentiment of nationality has 
been predominant; that sentiment, 
says Dr. Sedgwick, “reached its 
genith in the end of the century and 


is already beginning to wane.” Cos- 
mopolitanism is on the rise. 65o- 
cilalism and its international aspect 


might be instanced as an indication 
of this. “Signs appear,” says our 
writer, “that the breaking up of 
nationality will begin in the United 
States. There will be in that country 
three principal parties—those of Eng- 
ligh, German and Irish descent-—but 
there will be other stocks. But the 
iwhole so formed will not have that 
unity of inheritance, of habits, of 


pleasures, of tradition or organisation 


which makes a nation.
